Moscow .said the satellite is ‘fit- 
ted with steel radio transmitters 
-continuously sending signals 
éearthward on the 15 afid 7.5 meter 
wave lengths and easily received 
by a broad range of amateur sets. 
Its announced weight of about 185 
pounds is more than eight times 
the weight of a projected U.S. 
earth satellite. 


Moscow described the signals 
as about 3/10 of a second long 
with a pause of the same length. 
The two frequencies alternate in 
signalling, Moscow radio said. 


The broadcast said Soviet satel- 
lites planned later will be bigger 
and heavier than the first sphere. 


U.S. EXPERTS AMAZED 


U. §S. experts in Washington 
were amazed at the reported size 
of the Soviet moon. Dr. Joseph 
Kaplan, chairman of the U. §S. 
National Committee for the Inter- 
national Geophysical Year said 
its 185-pound weight and 23-inch 
span “‘is really fantastic. “If they 
can launch that they can launch 
much heavier ones,” he said. 


The U. S. experts figured the 
first U. S. launching attempt 
would be made early next spring 
after an attempt to put some 6.4 
inch, 4pound objects into the 
earth’s orbit for a short time in 
November.

Flu Strikes 
200,000 
In Week 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4 (UP)— 
The U.S. Public Health Service 
today reported an outbreak of 
200,000 cases of influenza last 
week in such scattered areas as 
Louisiana, California, Georgia, 
Arizona, Alabama and Illinois. 

Georgia’s increase was reported 
as 50 per cent. 


No breakdown between Asian 
flu and other influenza strains 
was given. But the new cases 
brought to 422,650 the number of 
attacks of all types of influenza 
reported since the first case of 
Asian flu last summer. 


HIT HARD 


Louisiana was hit particularly 
hard. The state health department 
reported 41 flu deaths in the first 
eight months of the year. But Dr. 
Ben Freedman, director of pre- 
ventive medicine for the depart- 
ment, said laboratory tests 
showed Asian flu was not the 
killer. 

The U.S. Public Health Service 
report placing the number of flu 
cases so far this year at 422,650 
did not include the large number 
of flu-type illnesses reported in

Moon’s Orbit Should Reveal 
. Secrets of Planet’s Density, Too

» . WASHINGTON, Oct. 4—The artificial moon now 
ig. orbit and those to follow should give man his first 
information on the. precise shape of his planet and the 


lumpiness of its interior. 

These are among the chief ob- 
jJectvies in the costly Soviet and 
American Satellite programs. If 
the earth was a perfect sphere 
with a interior of uniform den- 
sity the satellite orbits would be 
symmetrical. 

The earth, however, flattens 
toward the poles. Its interior, at 
least in the region immediately 
below the surface, is irregular 
in density. Hence surveyor’s 
plumb bobs and bubble levels do 
not indicate the true vertical. 
They are oriented by gravity, 
whose direction of pull varies 
a the density of the earth be- 
ow. 


SATELLITE’S ORBIT 


Precise observation of the Sa- 
tellite orbit will provide a world- 
wide picture of these anomalies. 


By watching the rate at which 
the Satellite slows down it will 
also be possible to determine how 
much air there is on the fringe 
of space. Study of its radio sig- 
nals should show the average 
niimber of electrons in the region 


between the Satellite and the’ 


earth. 


The radio signal from the Satel- 
lite is bent as it passes through 
the electron-charged ionized lay- 
ers of the atmosphere. The low- 
er the frequency the more it 
bends. By using two frequencies, 
one double the other, the Rus- 
sians hope to determine the dif- 
ference in bending and thus the 
electron density. 

The American satellite pro- 
gram calls for a similar experi- 
ment, but using high-precision ob- 
servation of the satellites with a 

: camera as a basis of com- 
parison with the radio beam.

The 
satellite programs are part of the 
worldwide study of the earth and 
its environment. 

The lifetime of the.Soviet satel- 
lite will presumably depend on its 
altitude at the lowest point of its 
elliptical orbit. The Moscow _an- 
nouncement merely said the high- 
est point of the orbit was 560 
miles. 

Two days ago a Soviet scien- 
tist, reputed to be one of Mos- 
cow’s leading missile specialists, 
told the satellite conference here 
that a satellite with maximum 
elevation of 500 miles and a mini- 
mum elevation of 125 miles would 
only last three days. 


He was Academician A. A. Bla- 
gonravov, chief of the Soviet dele- 
gation to the conference. 


There is enough air at an ele- 
vation of 125 miles to slow down 
the satellite appreciably every 
time around. Once it loses the 
speed necessary to counteract 
gravity it will plunge downward 
as a fireball or break up into 
smaller pieces. Each of the latter 
presumably will be consumed like 
a meteor or reach the earth like 


a flaming meteorite.

Satellite Visible With Binoculars 
At Dawn or Dusk, U.S. Expert Says

NEW YORK, Oct. 4—-A member 
of the U.S. satellite panel said 
tonight that the Russian satellite 
should be visible with binoculars 
at dawn or dusk. 

The scientist, Dr. Homer E. 
Newell Jr., said it would not 
quite be visible to the naked eye 
at its 560-mile altitude. 


The artificial moon will reflect 


the rays of the sun, and these

The reflected rays of the sun 
will bounce off the satellite and 
travel in a line straight to the 
eye of the observer. One advan- 
tage of having a spheroid satel- 
lite is that observers quite far 
from one another will pick up 
rays shooting off from the surface 
at divergent angles.

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Teamsters Thumb 
Noses at Decency 


No one who has upheld the cause of 
labor through the years can view the 
action of the Teamsters Union in elect- 
ing James R. Hoffa to succeed Dave Beck 
as president as anything except a near 
calamity. The whole sickening spectacle 
at Miami has damaged organized labor 
more than any event in a generation. 


The action amounts to approval of the 
misdeeds of the union’s officers, includ- 
ing Hoffa’s, as recorded day after day 
in the McClellan committee hearings. It 
also dismissed the AFL-CIO indictment 
of corruption as of no moment, 


Hoffa and the other leaders, who had 
the election rigged long before the con- 
vention, have, in effect, been told by the 
convention to go forth and feather their 
nests. No decent citizen can feel anything 
but outrage and humiliation at this mass 
disregard of morals, ethics and decent 
principles. 

As for organized labor itself, the AFL- 
CIO can do no other than suspend the huge 
Teamster organization. This action may 
result in a split among the Teamsters 
themselves, as shown by a recent poll 
which showed its membership opposed to 
Hoffa by 3-to-1, AFL-CIO officials have 
indicated they may form a rival union, 
which means widespread labor disturb- 
ances and jurisdictional arguments. 


Hoffa himself has announced his in- 
tention to seek an alliance with the dis- 
credited International Longshoremen’s 
Association and others outside the fed- 
eration. He wants to tie up the entire 
transportation industry. If he succeeds, 
there will be trouble indeed. 


It is to the credit of the AFL-CIO 
that it did attempt to clean the Team- 
ster house. The failure, as shown in the 
results of the election, will be reflected 
in a change in the whole national atti- 
tude toward organized labor. Public opin- 
ion will force Congress to end such fla- 
grant abuses of public morality and the 
dictatorial, corrupt practices which in- 
vestigation of the Teamsters disclosed. 

This insult to the moral sensibili- 
ties of the American people is unbeliev- 
able. It will not be overlooked.

Horace Ingram Episode 
Served Useful Purpose 


The cloud of suspicion that has hung 
over the Atlanta Police Department was 
lightened Thursday when all accused po- 
lice officers were found not guilty in the 
Horace Ingram lottery conspiracy trial in 
federal court. 


Ingram and nine other persons were 
found guilty of conspiring to evade federal 
revenue laws on gambling. Three of the 
federally exonerated police officers still 
face trial in Fulton Superior Court on 
charges of bribery and another of them 
in federal court on a perjury charge. 

The federal trial was long and so were 
the jury’s deliberations. But it served a 
useful purpose in separating the innocent 
from the guilty and focusing upon the 
real and potential evils the lottery racket 
breeds. 

The entire episode should result, in 
the long run, in a better police depart- 
ment. The movement in that direction al- 
ready has begun with a general tighten- 
ing up, formation of an area vice squad 
and other measures. The vice squad, a 
cooperative effort, has been most effective. 

The lesson for the future is clear. At- 
lanta must never again allow lottery to 
gain the foothold it was enjoying here. 
Only through constant policing and co- 
operation from the courts, public officials 
and the public itself can lottery and 
other rackets remain throttled in the com- 
munity. The police must be the first line 
of defense and it must never waver.

I expect that the 
modern sciences, psychology, so- 
ciology and perhaps even eco- 
nomics have helped us to under- 
stand ourselves better and to 
know better our human poten- 
tialities. It may be that the world 
crises since 1914 have made us 
long for ways to improve our 
human lot. Surely, too, the re- 
ligious groups have found within 
their various traditions deep 
springs of personality develop- 
ment. This has given a wonderful 
new dimension of the life of the 
religious community. 

These reflections have run 
through my mind as I have been 
reading a new book with a new 
perspective.

One chapter title reads, ‘‘Mak- 
ing the Most of Life’s Interrup- 
tions.” The next concerns life's 
imperatives. Other chapters show 
how we can make the most’ of 
life’s inequalities, imperfections, 
inevitables, inspirations. I like 
especially the guidance he gives 
in regard to life’s leftovers, per- 
haps because I’d never thought 
of the values we may find in the 
fragments, in unwanted situations 
and persons. 

Dr. Adams is a pastor whose 
influence reaches around 
globe. What he says naturally 
comes within the framework of 
a workable practical applicatign 
of basic Christian faith to these 
situations which life brings, soan- 
er or later, to every one of us. 
He shows us that nothing in life 
is beyond the love and care of 
God, and nothing falls beyond the 
Gospel which Jesus taught. _. 

To all of our knowledge of hu- 
man nature and to all our healthy 
concern about our personalities, 
he adds the resources of God. 
God plus man is always better 
than our dependence alone upon 
the ingenuity and wisdom, how- 
ever splendid, of only man.

A church should point upward. 

Church builders have felt that 
way for a long time. In the old 
Gothic structures a bell tower 
reached into the heavens. 

Later the traditionalist added 
the tall steeple which looked as if 
it were touching the sky. 

And that is just the thought 
which the modernists are build- 
ing into the churches today which 
are known as contemporary. 

Two of Atlanta’s new churches 
—one still on the drawing board 
and another with the first unit 
ready for dedication—will be 
“reaching upward” in building as 
well as mission. 

When the people at Dogwood 
Hills decided they were ready to 
build a new church they called in 


two young architects and told 
them approximately how much 
they wanted to spend and added, 
“Just use your own ideas.” 

As architects Ted Shirley and 
Ray Merritt explained, it was to 
be built of folded slab reinforced 
concrete with huge areas of plain 
glass in the educational building 
and delicately colored stained 
glass in the small chapel and 
1,000-seat sanctuary. 

The vertical thrust of folded 
slab vaults is brought to a visual 
climax in the bell-tower, which 
tapers from a square base to a 
cross at the top—pointing upward, 
explained the Rev. William Geren, 
pastor. 

Then the congregation learned

Former Sheriff Hill Tallent of 
Forsyth County is accused of 
destroying certain items of evi- 
dence in connection with a 1956 
raid on a lottery headquarters 
in his county. 

Charles Harold Echols of For- 
syth County is charged with us- 
ing his home as the headquar- 
ters. Officers from the sheriff's 
office and a state patrol captain 
said they raided Echol’s home 
near Cumming in September, 
1956. Four of the other de- 
fendants were arrested and booked 
under phony names, the govern- 
ment charges.
